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HISTORY 


Cucamonga means "Land of Many Waters"; one of 
the few places in California to retain its original In- 
dian name. Cucamonga Indians were discovered here 
in 1774 when the Spanish Government opened El Ca- 
mino Real to Monterey. In 1811 four natives of Cuca- 
monga Rancherio were baptized at SanGabriel Mission 
which was the first recorded mention made of Cuca- 
monga. It was founded in 1839 when a grant of land 
known as Cucamonga was given to Tiburcio Tapia by 
the Mexican Government. The first winery was built 
in 1859 by John Rains, who also built the first brick 
house in this vicinity. Three historical markers are 
placed here, the "Bear" marker near Sycamore Inn, a 
plaque on the Thomas Winery, and another on the first 
brick house which still stands. 


POPULATION 


Unofficial census 6,052, Cucamonga 1,255 and is 
in the 21st Congressional district. 


CLIMATE 


Ideal - being about the best inSouthern California, 
very little smog or fog. Over a ten year period, tem- 
peratures for December, January and February av- 
eraged: high 64.62 degrees; low, 42.75. Out of 902 
days in this period 680 days were sunny, 85 rainy and 
137 cloudy. Rainfall for that period averaged 16,77 
inches, 


LOCATION 


Forty-nine miles east of Los Angeles, seventeen 
miles west of San Bernardino, the county seat; on Hi- 
ghways 66 and Freeway 99-70; within a few minutes 
driving distance to well-known mountain. ocean and 
desert resorts. A trading radius of five miles. 


ELEVATION 


1200 feet, with Cucamonga Peak in the background, 
8,000 feet, providing a never-failing water supply for 
underground reservoirs readily secured by drilling. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The Pacific Electric, Santa Fe, Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railways; bus lines of the Greyhound 
and Pacific Electric, together with the local Citrus 
Belt Line, serve the area well. 


Air travel is available from an International Air 
Field recognized as one of the best on the West Coast, 
which lies within the limits of this district. 


The CUCAMONGA DISTRICT offers 


The Ramona Freeway, now under construction 
terminates in the Cucamonga District.
